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threw a poisoned dart at M. Cousin whenever he 
could. In his preface to Garnier’s edition of “ La- 
rochefoucauld,” he said: “ There are critics of good 
sense (not of good taste) who say and repeat M. 
Cousin’s style is the style of the 17th century; 
viewed from a distance it may be its sham, but not 
its true and ingenuous likeness, which cannot be 
separated from propriety. It is possible the words 
are all of the 17th century, but the gait certainly is 
not of that age. In these amiable matters M. Cou- 
sin is full of awkward gestures. * * When M. 
Cousin loves a woman the whole universe must be 
informed of it. He loves the tumult of admiration. 
He loves Mme. de Longueville ex cathedra. A joker 
has said, alluding to the superabundant description 
of some of her charms, he loves Mme. de Longue- 
ville duubly en chaire (chair).* There are vestiges 
of the pedagogue in all this.” The misunderstand- 
ing did not last long between these eminent men. 
M. Sainte-Beuve has given, since M. Cousin’s death, 
an interesting account of their relations. It is ina 
letter to a critic who pointed out the former’s change 
of opinion on this subject: “I read your article on 
Cousin. It is of worthy and lofty sentiment. You 
have met me in the course of it, and have treated 
very amicably my own variations on this grand 
theme, variations due much more to humor than to 
judgment. I thank you forit. But what a singu- 


lar organization was that individuality named Cou- | 


sin ; what an original colleague! Did you ever see 
and hear him? He remains for me, and, I am per- 
suaded, for a great many of them who knew him 
best, a problem and an enigma. But you will say 
to me, what man is not an enigma’? In him ’twas 
with eclat everything was produced, and with a 
temporary sincerity which looked like enthusiasm, 
and which, when ove was warned and accustomed 
to it, admitted something comic, but comic of the 
highest character. In his youth he for a long time 
produced a complete illusion upon his first friends 
and disciples. He reigned over them, he pushed 
them towards grand things, grand works, noble 
thoughts, nay, even generous conspiracies. When 
I entered the literary world (1825) my masters 
were some of these first friends of Cousin. I inthe 
beginning learnt from them to judge him, and I 
must say they were even then half-undeceived, but 
only half, and they still bore him noble vestiges of 
admiration and respect. As you have indicated, 
he oscillated a little in philosophy in those days ; 
he embraced more clouds than he subsequently 
kept in possession ; he did not seem clear to every- 
body, and was not absolutely anxious to appear so. 
The great literary man veiled himself a little, and 
hid under the hierophant. It would be curious then 
to see him judged by his peers. He was so judged 
in secret by Maine de Biran. The latter’s ‘Jour- 
nal’ contained at first a good many of his opinions 
about Cousin, who belonged to the small circle 
formed by Ampére, Roger Collard, etc. But these 
passages were prudently suppressed, when the ‘ Jour- 
nal’ was in press, by the editor (M. Naville), who 
thought it would be wrong on his part to publish 
them. If I except four or five survivors, we have 
only seen Cousin, the philosopher, of the second 
epoch ; the Cousin who was more of an orator than 
a philosopher, and who was at last an accomplished 
writer. He was under these last forms sufficiently 
prolific and inexhaustible. We had been so inti- 
mate from a time, even then very distant, that de- 
spite our rupture in consequence of incidents which 
it is best to bury, whenever we met—and the Acad- 
emy made our meetings frequent—we irresistibly

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began to talk almost as we used to do, to discuss, 
to appeal to each other for a witness on common 
grounds. He knew my admiration at bottom for 
the talented nature, and that with him, while some- 
times taking the liberty of contradicting him, | 
observed the difference in our ranks.’’ M. Sainte. 
Beuve has given in another place a sketch of M, 
Cousin in the Academy: “I have never heard lit- 
erature better treated in our private meetings of 
the Academy, no matter what might be the question 
suddenly raised; but this was during the first half 
hour ; the monologue was spoiled as it lengthened, 
It was entirely too intemperate. This sweeping 
speech could prevent itself from going too far, 
from exaggerating in one sense or another. M, 
Guizot said: ‘No mind more needs an embank- 
ment.’ But when it consented to receive an em- 
bankment the river flowed admirably.” It is said 
M. de Sacy gave M. Cousin a taste for book collect- 
ing. M. Cousin’s philosophical library was from an 
early period of his career celebrated as one of the 
most complete libraries of the kind in France, if net 
on the continent. I believe his taste for original 
editions began about 1843, when he commenced his 
researches about Pascal. It grew so great, he sne- 
ceeded in course of time in forming a library of 
works of the classical French authors, and of works 
of the French historians and memoir-writers, which 
became even more celebrated than his philosophical 
library. I have heard it valued at 840,000, and at 
$200,000. I am inclined, after inquiry, to believe 
the first the accurate value. He gave all his books 
to the Library of the Sorbonne, where they will 
form a collection apart and bear his name. He lived 
in the Sorbonne, where the government gave him 
gratuitous lodgings. M. Sainte-Beuve says: “It 
was in that ancient house which he inhabited for 
more than thirty years, in those vast rooms of severe 
look, all filled with admirable books, he was inter- 
esting to see, to hear in the morning as he walked 
to and fro, and talked with abundance and vivacity 
upon every subject, mingling with them dramatic 
forms which belonged peculiarly to himself. A 
stranger coming to Pairs, bearing a letter to M. 
Cousin, going to see him in the morning and 
listening forthwith to him for hours, must quit 
such a conversation all intoxicated. What then 
was wanting to this brilliant spirit, to this mind 
of lofty flight, so full of ideas and even of 
flashes of good sense upon every subject, in order to 
| be a real genius and to be saluted with this name!” 
Seventy-five years had fallen on M. Cousin’s shoul- 
ders, and yet he felt not their weight. Neverthe- 
less his lungs had always been weak, and his phy- 
sician had for several years past advised him to 
spend the severer months of the year in the South 
of France. He tried Pan one winter; its climate 
disagreed with him, as it does with everybody. 
Then he went to Cannes, where he has passed the 
winter for the last few years. He was never im 
better health than up to the very day of his death. 
He died of apoplexy. We are still without partic- 
ulars of his death. His departure from life is felt 
by all educated classes as a great public loss.

The American Consul at Frankfort, in Germany, 
inclosed the foregoing items to me. The note of 
the editor of the “N. & Q.” appended to the com- 
munication of Eric, furnishes the information sought 
for by that inquiry. 

In 1862, the late Mr. Joseph Parkes, a gentleman 
of large and various information, informed me that 
he had been for several years devoting his intervals 
of exemption from official duties (as Tax Commis- 
sioner) to a Life of Sir Philip Francis, and that his 
researches would result in disproving the confident 
assertion of “ Junius,” in one of his private letters 
to Woodfall, “that he was the sole depository of his 
own secret,” and that it would die with him. 

The subject was one which had interested me 
much at a period when “Junius” was read more 
generally and with greater interest than exists now. 


The question as to who “Junius” was engaged the | 


attention of authors and editors. I had, forty years 
ago, entered with much zeal into that controversy. 
Finding me thus sympathetic and familiar with the 
subject, Mr. Parkes invited me to his apartments 


at Staple Inn, Holburn, and submitted his manu- | 


scripts to my perusal. There I passed many 
charmed hours. The materials for his work were 
not only ample but conclusive. They established 


beyond a doubt, or a cavil, or a peradventure, that | 
Sir Philip Francis was the author of the “ Letters | 


of Junius.” 

Twice during these readings, in company with 
Mr. Parkes, I visited the then venerable, and since 
departed John Taylor, author of “Junius Identi- 
fied,” first published nearly fifty years ago. Mr. 
Taylor had intended to avail himself of subsequent 
and cumulative evidence, but on account of his 
advanced age had cheerfully committed the whole 
question to Mr. Parkes. These breakfast conversa- 


tions with Mr. Taylor were exceedingly interesting. | 


His bachelor life, like that of Charles Lamb, was 
solaced by an aged maiden sister. He had formerly 
known most of the literary celebrities of the last 
years of the past, and the first years of the present 
century; and gave us pleasant recollections of their 
personal characters and habits. 

Only a few weeks before the sudden death of Mr. 
Parkes, he informed me that he expected to get his 
life of Sir Philip Francis to press the then ensuing 
autumn, and, in pursuance of a previous under- 
standing, I was to arrange for its republication here. 
Since his death I have heard nothing further about 
it. The researches had all been accomplished, and 
the work had progressed so far toward its comple- 
tion that no difficulty existed, nor was any .such 
delay necessary. I had expected and hoped that 
Miss Bessie Parkes, the gifted daughter of my old 
and cherished friend (already a distinguished and 
disciplined writer), would complete and publish 
the unfinished work of her honored father—a work 
on which he had bestowed years of toil, and to the

Uscut Booxs.—Mr. Dickens, who is very practi- 
| cal, has publicly called upon publishers in Europe 
‘to issue their books with cut edges, as is generally 
|done in the United States. Only two objections 
|have yet been made to this. The first, by pub- 
| lishers, is that if they send out cut books, “ on sale 
or return” (a common practice in England), they 
|may be read and returned, thereby spoiling the 
sale. The other, by book-buyers, is that if a book, 

unbound, is cut down or trimmed when pure 
it must be recut when regularly bound, whereby 
| the margin will be too much reduced. As for the 
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first objection, a soiled book, cut or uncut, ought 
not to be returnable to the publisher; and as re- 
spects the second, A. & C. Black, the great Scottish 
publishers, suggest that a wider margin than is 
now given shall in future be left. The plea that 
book-buyers like to cut their own books scarcely 
holds water. It is rather troublesome to execute, 
and can be properly done only with a paper knife. 
The penknife often slips and ruins the page, by 
slicing bits out of it; and impatient readers, who 
may not have a knife at hand, too frequently use 
their finger, which produces jagged and disfigured 
edges. In the trade parlance of book-auctioneers 


and book-buyers, an “ uncut copy’’ does not mean | 
that the top and side have not been cut, so as to | 


open it to the reader, but that it has not been cut 
down by the instrument calied a paper plough, 
used by bookbinders.

British Pertopicats.—“ Cassell’s Magazine,” in 
penny weekly numbers and sixpenny monthly 
parts, is announced, and ‘‘Cassell’s Choral Music” 
is a new and high-class art-periodical, edited by 
Mr. Henry Leslie. There are still published in 
London, “The Bookseller’ tells us, the “ Last 
| Vials,’’ and the “Latter Rain;” the “ Net ;” the 
quarterly “ Anti-Tea-Pot Review ;” the monthly 
‘“‘Earthen Vessel,” and the weekly penny “ Tailor.” 
So much suecess has attended the “ Flying Dragon,” 
the only Chinese paper published in Europe, that 
the proprietor has imported a fount of Chinese 
type. The “ Dragon” circulates in such ports of 
China, the Philippines, and Japan, as England is 
allowed intercourse with, and is read not by traders 
alone, but by kings and princes, for the informa- 
tion it brings about European arts and machinery, 
The Chinese have begun to print from movable 
type. 

“Hessa Srrerrox.”—One of the stories in 
Dickens’ “ Mugby Junction,” the Christmas nam- 
ber of “All the Year Round,” was “ The Travelling 
Post Office,” and Hesba Stretton was given as its 
author’s name. It appears that this is a mere 
literary pseudonyme, assumed by Miss Hannah 
Smith, daughter of Mr. Smith, late Postmaster of 
| and now printer in the town of Wellington, Shrop- 
shire. This young lady has contributed for some 


years to “All the Year Round,” and has lately pub- 
lished a novel entitled “The Clives of Burcot,” 
which has been very favorably spoken of by the 
London reviewers. 
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“Desrr anp Crepit.””—Gustav Freytung, author 
of the novel so named, at least one translation of 
which has been published in the United States, 
has been returned by Erfurth, in Prussian Saxony, 
as its representative in the North German Parlia- 
ment. 


Wavep Paper-tines.—It has been recollected, 
by a London journal, that the issuing, by certain 
English banks, of draughts upon their agents 
abroad, printed and written upon paper with a 
waved line in the water mark, is illegal. An act 
of Parliament, passed in 1861, expressly reserved to 
the Bank of England and the Bank of Ireland the 
right to use “ paper with the curved or waving bar 
lines, or with the laying wire lines thereof in a 
waving or curved shape, or with any number, 
sum, or amount expressed in a word or words in 
Roman letters, visible in the substance of the 
paper.” In the notes issued by these banks the name 
of the institution is introduced in the water-mark, 
in conjunction with the waved lines. The object is 
to render forgery more difficult: but forgeries of 
any British bank-notes are very rare now. 

M. Dv Cuantv.—This traveller’s new volume, 
published by Murray of London, records his further 
penetration into Equatorial Africa, and his Journey 
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to Ashango-Land from August, 1863, when he quitted 
England, to theearly part of 1866, when he returned. |

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 


History of the Christian Church. By Philip Schaaf, | 


| The Journal of Maurice de Guérin. 


D. D. Vols. 2 and 3, pp. xiv., 538; viii., 539- | 


1037. New York: Charles Scribner & Co. 

In these two volumes Dr. Schaaff continues and 
concludes his history of Ancient Christianity, 
carrying on the narrative from the year 311 to the 
year 600. The work was prepared in the German 
language, and a German edition will appear in 
Leipsic simultaneously with the American. The 
body of it has been translated from the manuscript 
into English by Dr. Yeomans, of Rochester, who 
also translated the “History of the Apostolic 
Church.’’ The period of time embraced in these 
voiumes is doubtless the most important in the 
history of the Church, for it is the common iuherit- 
ance both of the Eastern and Western Churches. | 
Dr. Schaaff’s reputation at home and abroad as a 
student and author in this department of literature 
is so well established that it is supererogatory to 
commend this elaborate production. It contains | 
the results of years of assiduous study, and repre- 
sents the learning not only of modern Germany but | 
of the great scholars of the seventeenth and early | 
part of the eighteenth century. The style is viva- | 
cious, and the ancillary literary and bibliographical | 
information is abundant. The second volume 
closes with a charming and cordial characterization 
of St. Augustine, in which full justice is done to the 
great Bishop. Theologians will of course take note | 
of the appearing of such important volumes, but | 
we would especially commend them to the atten- 
tion of scholars and students other than theo- 
logical.

family library. The volume was translated into 

English as early as 1758 by one who called himself 

James Willington, which is supposed to be a pseu- 

donym for Oliver Goldsmith. The work furnishes 

a striking picture of some of the personal suffer- 

ings occasioned by the Revocation of the Edict of 

Nantes, and Michelet, in his publication on the 

subject refers to the narrative as “distinguished by 

the charming naiveté of the recital.” As a por- 
traiture of Galley life it is curious and unique.

In the present volume, Mr. Greeley continues his | 


narrative from 1862 down to the close of the war. 


The same general features and the same degree of | 


merit that marked the first volume, of which we 
have hitherto spoken, characterize the present. 
Here, however, the subjects treated are mostly of 
a military nature, and less space is occupied by 
the political phases of the war. The illustrations, 
eonsisting of portraits, views, plans of battles, 
marches, etc., are about one hundred and thirty in 
humber, together with a large copper-plate map of 
the general seat of war. The diagrams of battles 
have been, we are told, mainly prepared by topo- 
graphical engineers from plans made on the field. 
All of these are well executed. Touching the cha- 
racter of the work, much might be said that would 
be more appropriate in an extended review than in 
a brief notice. The style is clear, and a constant en- 
deavor is made to interpret events by their under- 
lying motives. Unnecessary details and prolix 
documents are not stuffed into the pages to give an 
appearance of exhaustive voluminousness, really 
deceptive because showing the industry of the 
scissors rather than of the pen. On the con- 
trary, the whole narrative has evidently passed 
through the alembic of the author’s mind, so that 
it comes forth as a fresh intellectual proauction, 
having an organic character and structure of its 
own, rather than as a mere compilation of the raw 
materials of history, badly assorted and ill joined. 
Mr. Greeley’s conscientiousness as a historian is 
apparent in every page. He deals with Confederate 
and Federal reports alike, and though he has, like 
all other men who do their own independent think- 
ing, his strong likes and dislikes, and stamps his 
productions with his own individuality, yet they 
are manifestly the likes and dislikes of a frank, 
honest man. He writes from a particular stand- 
point, as to which he makes no concealment, and 
we believe we do him simple justice when we say 
that, judging his work from his point of view, as he 
would doubtless have it judged, no public man in 
the country could probably have done it better, 
both as respects the conception and the execution. 
Even those who do not sympathize with the school 
of which Mr. Greeley is deservedly recognized as 
the exponent, will find in these two volumes an 
invaluable contribution to the general history of 
the war. As such we welcome it, and wish it all 
success. We have elsewhere, in our present num- 
ber, presented some figures which indicate the sur-
